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EDUCATION. 

Teachers in general are hardly aware how 
difficult it is to teach the pupil the use of his 
faculties. Boys, when they begin their first 
lessons, have ‘but an imperfect command ot 
their powers, and some have scarcely any com¬ 
mand at all. The common error is to suppose 
that it is only the will that is wanting; and 
yet in most instances the wandering eye and 
vacant look indicate impotence of mind, and 
not perverseness of will. Great caution ant. 
reserve must be shown in using the fear ol 
punishment as a stimulus to attention, ler- 
ror paralyzes all the faculties, ihe fits of in¬ 
vincible obstinacy which arc supposed to 
“come over” a dull boy are in general the re¬ 
sult of mere nervousness, and violent treat¬ 
ment onlv ensures their frequent recurrence. 
Under masters of the old school wc bate, 
known a pOor boy pass his days in a vain de¬ 
sire to apply, and not hear a word that was 
said to him from sheer anxiety to listen. In¬ 
struction consists of two parts, which it is im¬ 
portant to distinguish : “teaching, ’ properly 
so called, and making to learn. By the latter 
is meant setting a boy a task, and then,, by | 
the hope of distinction or the fear of punish¬ 
ment, inducing him to learn it. ihe formei 
implies showing him the art of learning it, 
and then explaining the difficulties, which be- j 
long to the subject, and taking pains first to 
understand and then to unravel tiioseperplex¬ 
ities which the pupil’s own dulness or conlus- j 
ion has conjured up in his mind. In public j 
schools, the “teaching,” in this stricter sense, 
is chiefiy supplied by the tutors, and by pri¬ 
vate tutors at the Universities. 

In first-schools teaching ought to occupy a 
much more prominent place than it generally 
does. Young bovs generally underrate then
